The cited documents differ from the claimed invention in that 
it does not describe a method for providing enhanced 
utilization of code resource, wherein a base station comprises 
an antenna system which generated several beams, where the 
spreading factor of the root channelization code sets an upper 
limit on the maximum bit rate. Also neither of the cited 
documents did describe that the spreading factor of the root 
channelization code is selected according to the set of 
minimum spreading factors assumed for the different beams. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-22 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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
